He claimed William Randolph 
Hearst was the “discoverer and prin- 
cipal backer” of the Kansas gover- 
nor and said “there is reason to be- 
lieve that Publisher Hearst will do 
the final editing of the platform 
draft.” 


The New Deal’s secretary of the 
interior and public works adminis- 
trator, speaking almost on the eve 
of the G. O. P. Cleveland national 
convention, then turned to a politi- 
cal belittlement of attempts to lib- 
eralize the republican organifation.

The weather bureau at Candler 
field last night issved an encouraging 
forecast With the prophecy of the con- 
tinued scattered thundershowers in va- 
fious sections of the state and south- 
east and a predicticy of cloudy weath- 
er for Atlanta todey. However, fore- 
casters said, heavy rains are not yet 
in sight for this section.

| WASHINGTON, June 7. Despite 
the prospects for a free-for-all battle 
over the majority leadership left va- 
cant by the election of Representa- 
tive William B. Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama, as speaker succeeding the late 
Mr. Byrns, Representative John J. 
O’Connor, of New York, one of the 
triumvirate of democratic leaders who

Saturday Night Patrol

NEW YORK, June 7.-—-()—

was convicted on all 62 counts of a 
vice indictment by a jury early today. 

Eight co-defendants, indicted with 
Luciano as overlords of a $12,000,000 
compulsory prostitution syndicate in 
the nation’s largest metropolis, were 
found guilty of the same counts. 

The nine defendants, facing maxi- 
mum prison terms of 1,865 years, will 
be sentenced June 18. 

The verdict, reached after all-night 
deliberation, virtually eliminated the 
“big shots” of the vice: racket, ac- 
cording to the charges of Special 
Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey. 

It convieted Luciano, the alleged 
leader of organized vice; David Be- 
tillo, second in command; Thomas 
Pennovhio, the treasurer; Abraham 
Warham, contact man; James Fred- 
erico, general manager of the com- 
bine; Benny Spiller, a financia] back- 
er of the ring; Jesse Jacobs, bonds- 
man to the group, and Meyer Berk- 
man, Jacobs’ subordinate, and Ralph 
Ligouri.

CLEVELAND, June 14.—(@)--A 
platform’ battle of real proportions 
manifested itself among republican 
convention delegates today with pro- 
posals for a minimum wage amend- 
ment to the constitution a point of 
prime dispute.

If it cannot be 
done otherwise he favored a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

Wage Law Decision. '

It is particularly important for 
heavy persons to carry their weight 
correctly, as the foot is subject to 
strain in incorrect weight-bearing. Ap- 
parently, there is no direct relation- 
ship between the height of the arches

and aches and pains. It is only the 
arch that lowers in weight-bearing 
that is weak and causes trouble. Toe- 
ing out throws the weight to the in- 
ner border of the arch, where it is 
weakest, 


Foot exercises may sound foolish to 
you, but after you have tried them 
for a while you will realize their 
value. The following exercises will 
improve muscle tone and strengthen 
the feet. 


Walk a straight line, placing one 
foot ahead of the other, with the toes 
curled under and the weight thrown 
to the outer borders of the feet to 
strengthen the arches. Practice walk- 
ing in a straight line without shoes. 

Now try this: Standing, rise on 
toes. Now, slowly lower the heel to 
the floor with the weight on the outer 
side of the feet. Repeat several times. 
Rest and repeat again. 

Pickin, up jacks with the toes is 
excellent corrective exercise. Sit on a 
chair and pick up the jacks one at a 
time in the toes, cross the foot over 
the other knee and drop the jack into 
the hand. This same exercise de- 
mands a stronger grip when marbles 
are used. 

The following foot-strengthening 
exercise has been suggested by the 
late Lillian Drew, a pioneer in the 
field of correct gymnastics. 

Position: Sitting on chair. Cross 
one knee over the other, foot hang- 
ing free. 

Movement: Point the toes, then 
turn the foot upward and inward, ro- 
tating at the ankle. The rotary move- 
ment should be completed at the half 
circle and the foot should not be 
turned outward. 

Contrast baths are helpful in 
toughening the feet. Place the foot in 
bot water for a second or two, then 
in cold, to stimulate circulation. The 
feet may also be rubbed briskly with 
a stiff brush. 

If you are under the care of a 
chiropodist, consult him before adopt- 
ing any new foot exercises. _ 

One of the best practices which can 
be put into continual use is to walk 
with the toes pointed straight ahead 
and with weight inclined toward the 
outer borders. If you will stand and

Marshal Badoglio, wearing a plume 
and a khaki uniform, was loudly cheer- 
as he reviewed the troops, who 
marched to the arch of Constantine, 
but did not pass under it. 

Italy’s new “artillery-ized infan- 
try” drew the attention of military 
experts. It -consisted of field pieces 
earried by infantrymen. 

Imposing in today’s files were scores 
of tanks, trailer-mounted artillery, 
barking motorcycles and trucks of 


flame-throwers and manned by fan- 


tastic-appearing, asbestos-elad sol- 
diers of the chemical battalions. To- 
ward the end of the processions the 
tiring multitudes were treated to the 
spectacle of a huge captive balloon, 
towed by a corps of perspiring air 
corps groundmen. 
Triumphal Arch. 

It was the second time that the tri- 
umphal arch of the first Chirstian 
emperor of Rome had been used to 
link fascist achievements with the 
ancient glories of the eternal city. 
Marshal Italo Balbo, returning from 
his flight acros sthe Atlantic in 1933, 
marched his daring squadron along the 
same route to salute Il Duce.

Defeat of F. D. R. Among

SPRINGFIELD, II., June 7.—(#) 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, founder of 
the $200-a-month old-age pension 
movement, delinitely placed himself 
on record here last night for a third 
party, for the defeat of the Roosevelt 
administration, and for a possible in- 
1 presidential candidate this 
all. 

He was pledged full support by the 
Rev. Gerald K. Smith, leader of the 
“Share the Wealth” plan originated 
by the late Huey Long. 

Dr. Townsend said the ‘Townsend 
clubs’ national convention in July 
would decide on the independent can- 
didate question. He said he would 
not accept the nomination. 

Dr. Townsend and Mr. Smith spoke 
here before a mass meeting of the 
Illinois Townsend clubs’ first state 
convention. They made a special trip 
for the occasion, coming from Detroit. 

Dr. Townsend stated that while in 
Detroit he had spent a full day with 
Elmer O'Hara, a representative of the 
Rey. Charles E. Coughlin, leader of 
the Union for Social Justice. 

ey discussed the political situa- 
tion thoroughly, Dr. Townsend de- 
clared. “We aim to defeat the Far- 
leyites this fall,” Rev. Smith said. 
“An independent presidential candi- 
date would be an ace up our sleeve 
with which to meet the republicans. If 
running an independent candidate 
would mean a democraite victory, 
however, there will be no candidate.” 

“Both parties have had their 
chances,” Dr. Townsend declared. 
“Four years hence we will rejoice 
that both the democratic and repub- 
lican parties are buried.” 

Dr. Townsend claimed a total mem- 
bership of between 10 and 12 million 
followers through the amalgamation of 
the Townsend and “Share the Wealth” 
movements. He predicted the support 
of his followers would put more than 
250 candidates into office in the house 
of representatives this fall.

OF ATLANTAN'S DEATH 


James W. Busby Drowns in 
Chattahoochee; Inquest 
Fails To Record Cause. 


Coroner.Paul B. Donehoo last night 
recommended that Fulton county po- 
lice continue their investigation into 
the mysterious drowning of James W. 
Busby, 65, of 282 Walker street, 
whose body was found at about 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
Chattahoochee river. 

Following an inquest held at 8 
o’clock last night, which lasted more 
than two hours, Coroner Donehoo an- 
nounced that Busby “came to his 
death by drowning, it being undeter- 
mined whether death was _ suicide, 
homicide or accidental.” 

The inquest revealed that Busby, 
his stepson, S. P. Daniel, of 353 Pul- 
liam street, and several other men 
went to the river late Friday after- 
noon, to fish. They fished far into 
Friday night and resumed the follow- 
ing day. N 

On Saturday, however, the party 
decided to fish near Sand Pump, and 
walked in that direction. Busby be- 
came separated from the others, while 
walking through a wooded section, 
but pointed toward Sand Pump, indi- 
cating he would meet them there, Dan. 
iel said at the inquest. 

He failed to arrive at Sand Pump, 
and search was immediately started. 
Daniel said he and the others searched 
all day Saturday and then returned 
yesterday morning to continue. 

M. F. Hunton and H. Hardy, both 
of Ridge wood road, discovered the 
body caught in a snag near the 
water's edge in the rear of the home 
of Judge Hugh M. Dorsey, near Ridge- 
wood road. A lantern Busby had 
been carrying was first sighted hang- 
ing on a small tree. A few feet away 
lay his walking stick. 

Busby’s coat, hat,. vest and shirt 


were missing. The shirt was found in 


the water near the body, but the other 
clothing was not found. Hunton and 
Hardy also said they observed foot- 


w. prints near where the body was found, 


indicating two persons had been in 
the vicinity. The body bore no marks 
of violence, however. 

small amount of change in Bus- 
by’s trouser pockets had not been re- 
moved. 

The body was removed to the mor- 
tuary of Harry G. Poole, where ihe 
inquest was held last night. 

Besides his stepson, Busby is sur- 
vived by his wife; another stepson, 
S. S. Daniel, and a half-brother, J. 
L. Word. 

Final rites will be held at 11 o'clock 
tomorrow. morning at the Mary 
Branan Memorial Methodist church, 
with the Rev. L. P. Huckaby offi- 
ciating.
